You remember the story of the boy 
who for the first time in his life 
walked with his father six miles from 
his home. 
Returning at night foot­ 
sore and weary, he asked his father 
if they went to the west end of the 
world, his father said, Oh, no.

You live in your little corner of 
Arlington Heights, a place of truly 
“magnificent distances.” You go to 
the post office, the bank, and make 
the round of the stores; go to church, 
the school and the station, but do 
you really know anything intimate 
and in detail of the topography of 
your town? 
lf you go for a ride 
you may not exceed the speed limits, 
but do you know the name of the 
street outside of which the limit sign 
is placed? 
The first plat of the village made 
in November 1854, had three high­ 
ways running parallel with each oth­ 
er north and south. 
These three 
streets were named 
Prairie 
(now 
Evergreen) Bunton and Vail. 
The 
Miner 
and 
Atkins 
addition 
were 
bounded on the north by Euclid, and 
on the west by Elm, and were platted 
as additions 1859. 
Later other addi­ 
tions and streets were platted, but 
the main thoroughfares north and 
south have been until very recently 
limited to the original three or four 
including State road. 
On the west limits line, Dwyer St., 
extending from Campbell street to 
Euclid and Ridge road, which starts 
from the Phinie property on the 
south and runs north to Euclid and 
farther. 
It has often been a m atter 
of much inconvenience to strangers 
and newcomers to our town, that find­ 
ing themselves at the end of the vil­ 
lage, there was no way of getting 
to their objective point either north 
or south without retracing their steps 
and in as toilsome a manner as Mark 
Twain’s ant, who climbed a tree from 
one side in order to get on the op­ 
posite side. 
Dwyer street now the limits on the 
west is the home of the John Beaty’s, 
the Hoelz’ and other families, and 
used to be a part of the old Dwyer 
farm . 
When Mr. Atkins owned the 
place now the home of Mr. Fessler’s 
family, he put down that far famed 
artesian well over 1,100 feet deep. 
‘ i And the owner of the Dwyer place 
’ I complained of the overflow of w ater 
las a damage to his meadow, requiring 
1 Mr. Alkins to plug the well, which in 
time ruined its flow. 
On the north, Willoughby street 
marks the limits, and the northermost 
resident on the corner of Willoughby 
and State or Arlington road is Mr. 
Melzer, though the real limit line is 
said to be farther, taking in the Pit- 
zen and Buhrke homes. 
The Allison 


extends from Euclid to Foundry road 
and though not entirely open, is a 
much used anti much abused street. 
Under its more appropriate name of 
Meadow road, connecting as it does 
two of the main thoroughfares of 
the town, we predict better things for 
it in the future. It passes the always 
sightly and interesting Klehm nurs­ 
eries, and on the east lies a beauti­ 
ful meadow, where the ball grounds 
were this year. 
All east of Meadow road south of 
Klehm’s Nursery lies a platted tract. 
The extreme eastern resident on the 
south corner of Fountry road and Cen­ 
ter street (another misnomer) is Mr. 
A histed, who owns the old Firnbach 
property and has made it into a sight­

As a result of the data secured, it 
was concluded that under the field 
conditions obtaining at Urbana, sun­ 
d o w n s ensiled at a comparatively 
im m ature stage of development (that 
is, when twenty to twenty-five per 
cent of the plants begin to show the 
rays of their blossoms) make much 
better silage than those harvested at 
later stages of development, and there 
a re no advantages, from the stand­ 
point of a silage crop, to he gained 
by allowing the plants to become more 
mature. 
Some of the factors which 
led to this conclusion were as follows: 
Sunflowers ensiled at the im mature 
state mentioned yielded silage which 
was more palatable than that pro­ 
duced from the more m ature plants. 
The sunflower silage produced from 
the im m ature plants served to main­ 
tain the production of milk more near­ 
ly on a level with that of corn silage 
rations than did the sunflower silage 
from the plants ensiled at more ad­ 
vanced stages of m aturity. 
The silage 
from the earliest cut plants proved 
more digestible than that from the 
later cut. 
Although the total amount 
of dry m atter in the crop continued to 
increase somewhat until the seeds be­ 
came mature, there w as no significant 
increase in the crop yield of digesti 
hie nutrients per acre after the crop 
had passed the stage when about 
twenty-five per cent of the plants wTere 
in bloom.

N ew Manure Bulletin 


An average of Kb dairy cattle units 
per IOU acres of tillable land would he 
necessary in order to provide sufficient 
m anure to annually cover one-fifth of 
the land at the rate of ten loads per 
acre, according to an 
investigation 
made by the University of Illinois. The 
data is presented in a new bulletin, No. 
240, published by the university’s ex- 
periment station. 
The aim of this study w a s.to ascer­ 
tain with some accuracy the amounts 
of m anure recovered and applied to 
tile fields under general dairy farm 
conditions in Illinois, to show tile com­ 
mon practice of progressive farm ers in 
the utilization of manure, and to pre­ 
sent data on the labor cost of hauling 
and spreading. 
The data were derived from 224 farm 
records of one year each, and involve 
an aggregate amount of 15.1,471 loads of 
m anure recovered. 
The average amount of m anure re­ 
covered annually was (5.(5 loads for each 
of the 2,229 work animal units which 
were maintained on these farms. These 
am ounts include both the clear excre­ 
ment and tile bedding. 
W ith the system of manure m anage­ 
ment which was practiced on these 
farms, an average of 30 dairy cattle 
units per IOO acres of tillable land 
would he necessary in order to provide 
sufficient 
m anure to annually cover 
one-fifth of tile land at tile rate of ten 
loads per acre.

A Forestry Survey 


An economic survey of selected por­ 
tions of the state, the object of which 
was to determ ine the place of forestry 
in Illinois and to outline a forestry 
policy for the state, has just been com 
pleted. One feature of the survey will 
he a determination of the value of the 
woodlands to the farmers, carried out 
by means of questionnaires which will 
he sent to selected farm ers named by 
the county agents. 
An effort is being 
m ade to determine the value of the 
forest as a crop on land and the bal 
ance which should he maintained be­ 
tween forestry, horticulture, farming 
grazing, etc. This involves several fac 
tors, such as stumpage value of tim 
her, the amount which can he produced 
on different classes of soil, and the eco­ 
nomic Importance of wood in the dif­ 
ferent industries. 
A preliminary re­ 
port will he published some time (lur 
ing the winter, hut the completion of 
the survey will require a nnjeh longer 
time. 
It is believed the farm woodlot 
has great value in Illinois and that 
there are great possibilities in the line 
of education of the farm ers by actual 
demonstration in the improvement o! 
the woodlot. 
This involves some re­ 
search and the carrying of the results 
Approximately one-third of the acre- of this research and experiment to the 
age of these farm s was iii corn, and to 
this one-third w as applied two-thirds of 
the 
recovered manure. 
The greater 
part of the remaining one-third was 
applied to hay and small grain*crops. 
On the farm s studied, nearly half 
(45.5 per cent) of the total amount of 
m anure recovered was hauled during 
the months of March, April and May, 
and of this amount over 70 per cent 
was applied to corn. June, July, Sep­ 
tember and October were the months in 
which the least am ount of m anure was 
hauled. 
The average amount of labor re­
